WASHINGTON (AP) — The Defense Department acknowledg ed Saturday that 
millions of dollars worth of unnceded supplies ond eq uipment were allowed to pile up in 
Northeast Air Command bases, and that some of the material went to waste. 
It said corrective action has been taken by both Air Force and Army commanders, 
and a special Pentag on policy is being developed for the handling of surplus supplies in 
remote areas. 
The departm ent's statem ent was issued by Perkins McGuire, assistant secretory of 
defense for supply and log istics. It was in- response to a report by Chairmon McClellan (D- 
Ark) of the Senate Investig ations subcommittee last nig ht thot the Senate g roup was inves- 
itig ating evidence of waste and mismanag enrient at air bases in Newfoundland, Labrador 
and Greenland.
